A LITTLE FOLKS’ COOKING CLUB. 

A Delightful and instructive Way for Girls 

to Pass the Time Within Doors Dur- 
ing the Rainy Season. 


It was during the rainy season seven 
years ago. Three days of rain we had 
hed with scarcely a glimmer of sun- 
shine. The mud was deep, and still 
the rain fell, and the spirits of the 
children fell with it. Three days 
in succession of heavy rainfall. Three 
days shut within doors, without the 
usual outdoor frolic, the hours in the 
garden, the walk dowa town, the nde 
ou the street cars or in the carriage. 
Three days that the song of the-birds 
had been hushed in the trees aod the 
flowers had bloomed undisturbed. 
Three days of quiet, with life all shut 
within the four walls of home. It was 
very hard for the children used to the 
almost constant out-docr life of Cali- 
fornia, and they grew restless and 
unhappy.

In this manner they may acquire cul- 
inary skill, and secure practical know!- 
edge that may serve well in the future.

I subjoin a few receipts which are 
simple, economical and excellent, prop- 
erties which all good housewives will 
aim to commingle: 

Troy Pudding: One — 2 chopped 
suct, one teaspoonful each of salt aud 
soda, one small cup of molasses, one 
and one-half cups of milk, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cream of tartar, two and 
one half cups of flour, aud one cup of 
chopped raisins, Flavor with Burnett's 
Extract of Lemon and Nutmeg, one 
teas ful each; boil three hours. 
Serve with sweet, brown sauce. 

A Delicious Brown Sauce: One- 
half pint of milk, ene tablespoonful of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of molasses. i 
ten mioutes. 

Apple Tapioca — No. 2: One 
— 4 cupful of tapioca, three pints of 
cold water, one cupful of sugar, one 
teaspoonful ot salt, one teaspoonful of 
Barnett’s Extract of Lemon, three 
pints of pared and quartered apples. 
Wash the tapioca, and put it to soak 
in the cold water. Three hours will 
do, but it is better to soak it over 
uight. Cook from twenty to thirty 
miautes; then add the seasoning and 
epples. Turn into a buttered dish, 
and bake one hour and a quarter. Let 
the pudding stand in a cool room half 
an hour before serving. 

Mock Oream Pie: Beat three eggs 

well, add to them three heaping tea- 
spoonfuls of flour, beat them well to- 
gether, then stir them into a pint and 
a half of boiling milk, add a little salt 
and sugar to taste. Flavor with Bur 
nett’s Extract of Lemon, tir while 
it is boiling. When it is perfectly 
smooth, it is done. Line pie-plates 
with puff paste, and bake them in a 
quick oven. When done, fill them 
with the mock cream, strew powdered 
sugar over the top, and place them 
again in the oven to brown. When a 
fine color, they are done. These will 
be foand superior to custard pies. 
This quantity makes two. 
Cream Cake: Three eggs, one cup- 
ful of sugar, one-nalf of a cupful of 
boiling water, two cupsful of flour, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
and one teaspoonful of Barnett’s Ex- 
tract of Lemon. Beat the sugar and 
eggs well together, then add the boil- 
ing water, aud then the flour, to which 
has been added the baking powder; 
bake in three layers for about twenty 
minutes.

EDWAKD 8. HOLDEN. 

By the appointment of Edward 8. 
Holden to the Presidency of the Uni- 
versity of California, that institutioa 
gains a co-laborer whose earnestoess 
and experience, in bis chosen field, 


cannot but benefit the school. The 
University of California is an institu- 
tion of which the Pacific States are 
justly proud and it promises to occupy 
the same position on oar Western ra- 
board that Yale and Harvard doin the 
East. Edward 8. Holden is a native 
of St. Louis, Mo., and was born in 
1846. He was educated partly in 
Washington University, of that city, 
and partly in the West Point Academy, 
graduating from the latter in 1870. 
He was coaonected with the Eogineer 
Corps, but resigned in 1873, then re 

ceiving the commission of Professor of 
Mathematics in the United States 
Navy, which office he in turn resigned 
in 1882. He was given charge of the 
expedition which was sent, in 1883. to 
the South Pacific Ocean to observe the 
transit of Veous. When the famous 
Lick Observatory wes so far advanced 
as to be in readiness to receive the 
astronomical instruments, Professor 
Holden was intrusted with the charge 
of mounting them. The Observatory, 
which is not yet completed, will cost 
about $400,000. At the time of his 
appointment as President of the Uni- 
versity of California, Professor Holden 
was Director of the Washburn Ober 
vatory at Madison, Wisconsin. Whilst 
there he did much to make the name 
of the institution synonymous of thor 

ough research, and his discoveries of 
fixed stars were among the most im- 
portant made of late years. During 
his stay in Madison he superintended 
the work upon four volumes, in which 
the important work of the Observatory 
is recorded. In his new field, Protes- 
sor Holden will fiad ample encourage- 
ment, as the University of California 
has au annual income of $100,000, ex- 
clusive of the interest on $300,000, 
which constitutes the permanent en- 
dowment fund.

The Natives of Kalakaua’s Kingdom Likely 
to Become Extinct -Contented and 
Satisfied People.

HALAwA omala, Hawaii, H. I. 
Oct. 12, 1885.—The Sandwich Islands 
have been called ‘Paradise Regained,” 
but if the new paradise that we all 
hope to gain is no nearer our ideal 
than these islands, please excuse the 
Anglo-S:xon race for the impertinence 
of “moving for a new trial” and “an- 
other reservation.“ Most things in 
this life are of relative value. From 
this standpoint we freely admit that 
thit Is a paradise for Chinamen, mos- 
quitoes, lava, lust and leprosy. The 
truth is it rains about one-third of the 
time, and the rest is about equally di- 
vided between a hot, blistering sun, a 
fierce kona or south wind, or a ram- 
pant trade wind. Still, people here 
boast that this isa fiver climate than that 
of Italy.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A Climate Changing P —A po- 
lar current appears to deflect the Gulf 
stream from the shores of the United 
States and the British Proviaces, aud 
interpose a cold wall of water between 
the land and the gental warmth of the 
current from the tropics. These re- 
frigerating waters pass between Lab 
rader and Newfoundland, and by 
building a dam across the narrow 
Straits of Belle Isie—sbout ten miles 
wide und averaging 150 fect in depth 


that the polar stream might be turned 
aside iato mid-ocean. Then, it is be- 
lieved, the Gulf stream would skirt 
the American coast aud materially 
change its climate from Hatteras 
to Newfoundland, fieciog the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence from icebergs and giving 
1 Nova Scotia the mildness of Cape 
ay. 

The Influence of Weeds.—-From com 
parative experiments, Prof. E. Wolloy, 
the German investigator, has showa 
the effect of weeds upon the produc- 
tive power of plants. Both quantity 
aod quality of the were seriou-ly 
affected by allowiog the weeds to grow, 
the injury being the greater the more 
slowly the plants were developed. 
Peas and summer rape suffered least; 
beans, maize aod potatoes were tn- 
jured to the extent of 45 to 66 per 
cent; aod beets showed a loss of 97 
per cent. 

The importance of fostering scien- 
tific reseaich is recognized by the Ro- 
public of Mexico, which has estab- 
lisned a Scientific Commission, com- 
posed of the most learned men of the 
country, aad designed to make investi- 
gations in every department of human 
knowledge. It is making extensive 
collections of all the natural products 
of Mexico. 


Successful experiments have been 
made in joining aod restoring the 
functions of divided nerves, even 
nerves of different function being used 
to replace those partially destroyed. 
It is thought that even sight and hear- 
ing may be restored, after injury to 
the nerves on which they depend, by 
per ire other nerves into service by 
arti union. 

A Setentific Game — Huxley has asked 
whether, if it were perfectly certain 
that the life and fortune of every one 
of us would one day on our 
wioning a game of chess, we should 
not all learn something of the game.

Earthquake- Resisting Foundations. — 
The earthquake committee of the Bri 
ish Association has deroribed experi- 
ments made in Japan—the home of 
earthquahes—in placing a house u 
rollers resting upon the foundation. 
With ten-inch iroa balls the earth- 
quake shock was made less sudden, 
but the building was easily moved b 
the wind. Smaller balls were t 
until finally the structure rested on a 
handfal of quarter-inch iron shot 
placed upon each of the supporting 
piers. By this arrangement the effect 
of earthquakes is greatly mitigated 
without exposing the house to danger 
from the wind. 

The Pyrophore.—Several specimens 
of the Mexican pyrophore were lately 
exhibited to the Paris Academy of 
Sciences as a remarkable novelty. 
These insects are about an inch long 
aud emit a light like a glow-worm or 
a flre fly, but vastly more brilliant. 
The ladians of Mexico are said to keep 
them for a light at night, and Mexican 
ladies wear them as ornaments in the 
hair. By feeding them on sugar-cane 
they may be kept alive a long time.
